
FIRST WITNESS

IN RKITT L

(From Saturday's Advertiser.)
The actual trial of tlio thirteen Japa-

nese charged with rioting at'Walpahu
on Juno 8, began in Judge Robinson's
department of tlio Circuit Court at 7:30
o'clock last night.

The. jury was secured and completed
within nn hour after the convening of
tho court session, the members of the,
jury being as follows:

George H. Harbottle, John It. Jones,
J. S. Azovcdo, William L. Austin, Fred
Goudle, Fred Movers, Daniel 11. Daller,
William F. Buckle, George E. Bruns,
John A. Lcgros, Albert Ludloff and
Moreno IIulu.

The first witness placed on tho stand
by the prosecution was Eugene M.
Scovillc, an employe of tho Oahu Sugar
Company, who was acting as a special
police ofllcer on the day of tho riot.

Attorney Lightfoot began a scries of
rapid fire objections to the questions
that wero put to tho witness by Mr.
Kinney of the prosecution. Ho objected
to the asking of questions that tended
to show the circumstances nad condi-
tions existing among itho Japanese
laborers on tho premises of tho Oahu
Sugar Company immediately preceding
the disorder. He objected to the pros-
ecution proving that Mr. Scovillc was
it regularly commissioned polico ofllcer
without pay. Tho first exhibit of tho
prosecution was finally introduced in
connection with establishing Scovillc 's
mithority .1 commission duly signed by
Sheriff Jnrrett.

Scovillc related tho pursuit of a Japa-
nese who wished to return to work by
a crowd of hundreds of his fellow coun-
trymen. In company with Polico Of-
ficer Wills, Scovillc stated that ho went
to tho .assistance of tho Inborcr who was
being bentcn by-on- o of tho defendants.
The man who committed the assault
Scovillo positively identified as Jotaro
Miknwa.

Beforo Scovillo was called to tho wit-
ness stand Lightfoot moved to quash
tho indictment of the thirteen Japaneso
011 the ground that tho indictment re-

ferred to "Honolulu in tho -- island of
pahu," instead of tho City and Coun-
ty of Honolulu. Ho insisted that tho
"Mnnd of Oahu" was without legal
status. Tho motion was denied by
Judgo Robinson.

It is the intention of prosecution and
defenso to hurry the trial to n speody
conclusion. Sessions will bo hold today
and it is probable that the proceedings
will be continiied this evening.

Say Proceedings.
An attempt to secure tho continuanco

of the charges of riot against J. Mika-ov- a

and twelve other Jnpaneso beforo
Judgo Robinson yesterday was marked
with failure, the motions by Attorney

1'Lightfoot being overruled and a begin-
ning made in tho work of securing a
jury.

Tho first venire was oxhnusted in
short order and at the noon recess of
the court Judgo Itobinson ordered the
issuance of three special venires of
seventy-fiv- e men in' all, returnable at
J o'clock. Tho time for the serving
of tho summons wjs so limited that
only eleven men were presented when
court convened in the afternoon nnd of
that number only six wero qualified to
sit as jurors.

A fourth venire wns then authorized
to bo issued for fifty talesmen return-
able at 7:30 in tho evening, Attorney
lightfoot apparently changing his at-

titude when he discovered that it would
lio impossiblo to secure a regular con-

tinuance, hoping to obtain a speedy dis-

posal of the case, so as to allow him
to appear as the attorney for tho Japa-
nese connected with tho higher wago
agitation both in tho departments of
Judge De Bolt nnd Judge Robinson.

At the morning session of court
Lightfoot repeated his objection to
proceeding with tho trial and insisted
that tho Japaneso accused of being riot-
ers would be deprid of tho rights
guaranteed to all by the constitution
of tho United States. Ho declared em-

phatically that tho spirit of tho pro-
ceedings in "forcing"the defendants
to trial was in violation of tho existing
treaty between tho United States and
Japan.

Kinney Objects.

A statement by Lightfoot that it was
Impossible to secure another attorney
who wns willing to enter a caso in
opposition to tho interests of the sugar
industry brought forth an objection
.from Mr. Kinney of the prosecution,
who replied that such an allegation was
nn insinuation against all the members
of tho bar nnd was not warranted by
any rcliablo evidence.

Lightfoot then qualified his assertion
by saying that ho did not wish to mako
insinuations against any member of the
bar, but reiterated that a lawyer could
not bo secured to assist in the dofonso
of the Japanese without tho payment
of a retaining fee out of all proportion
to the value of tho services to bo
rendered.

In the course of hla argument Light-foo- t

said that it was an absolute in-

justice to compel tho defendants to go
to trial with new counsel, conceding
tho possibility that thoy wero able, to
secure counsel other than himself.
Lightfoot said that he was familiar
with the statements of each of tho
defendants, and that It would take bov-cr-

days for other counsel to familiar-iz- o

himself with tho details of tho de-

fense.
In nn effort to expedite proceedings

Mr. Kinney nnd Lightfoot propounded
a number of questions bearing upon
qualifications, to tho jury collectively,
instead of tho usual method of cxamin- -

ing one man at a time. Tho jurors
Svcre asked If thoy were tho holders
oi any sugar stock or whether their
near relatives wero interested financial-
ly in the sugar industry of the Terri-
tory.

Judge Robinson said that he did not
Fen why the holding of .stock in tho'
Oahu Sugar Company, on tho promises
of which the alleged riot occurred,
phould constitute a disqualification
since tho Oahu Sugar Company was
not a complainant in the case and that
tho castnt bar did not differ from any
other involving a breach of the peace,

Tho Stock Question.
The attorneys for the prosecution and

the defense were willing to follow out
the general intent of the agreement
that was used as a basis or the ex- -
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IS EXPECTED

Approximately a quarter of a million i
dollars will be left in tho Territorial
Treasury as a surplus at tho closo of
tho present biennial period On Juno v,

'30th. Thcro is a considerable differ-enc- o

between this figure and tho esti-

mated deficit of $09,000 that was sub-

mitted to tho last Legislature.
Tho approximate surplus of $230,000

has beea largely Increased through the
receipt of tho $30,000 judgment against
Cotfbn Brothers & Company, and tho
$23,000 received from tho Federal Gov
ernment as reimbursement for tho
money expended by tho Territory for
tho construction of lighthouses.

Tho unexpended balanco on depart
mental appropriations will nlso rench
a considerable figure. A policy of strict
economy has been practiced in tho
operating expenses of tho Government
departments, all of. winch, has contrl
butcd to the largo surplus that is ex'
pected by the Territory.

Appropriation Balances.
Acting Treasurer Hemenwny stated

yesterday that possibly ono half of tho
total amount of the expected surplus
would bo derived from tho balances
left in the department appropriations
for tho last period. The fact that un-
paid bills are outstanding leaves tho
question of the exact amount of tho
surplus on n rather tentative basis,
but it is believed that tho estimate of
$250,000 surplus is justified.

Increased receipts from land tnxes
has also been one of tho causes for tho
conditions of plenty thnt will prevail
in tho Territorial Treasury with tho
closing of the bennial period. Tho
statement by Governor Frenr that tho
finnnccs of the- - Territory arc in a state
that will assuro pence of mind to thoso
connected with tho executive depart
ment of tho Government hns been made
with a full knowledge of existing con-

ditions.

GALL ON GOVERNOR

Among the callers at tho Capitol y

wero Makino and Negoro, tho
two leaders in tho higher wage agita-
tion among the plantation laborers.
They called on Governor Frcar to pre-
sent their views on tho strike situation.

After the departure of Makino and
Negoro tho Governor stated that they
said they believed that they had not
been fairly dealt with and thnt tho
laborers had no intention of creating
trouble, and- - that all connected with
the strike deprecated any attempt that
might evenuate in trouble.

Makino and Negoro also told Gov-
ernor Frcar that all tho laborers de
sired was tho same remuneration for
their services as was received by work-
men of other nationalities.

Formal complaint was also lodged
with Governor Frcar by Makino and
Negoro against the seizure of thoir
papors, ana tiioy also nsKcd mat no
assist in seeing that they secured in
tho future what they considered to be
justice.

aminntion of jurors in the trial boforo
Judge Do Bolt. This was, in effect,
that any juror who owned stock In a
sugar plantation, or whoso near rela
tives owned sugar securities, wouia do
excuse'd by consent. Judgo Robinson
did not seem to think thnt thero was
nny necessity for pursuing such a policy
in tho case before him, since tho plan-
tation could not bo directly or indirect-
ly concerned in tho outcome of tho trial.

Mr. Kinney said that ho thought tho
viow taken by tho court was correct,
but that in view of the prevailing con-
ditions ho believed it would bo well to
secure a jury whoso impartiality could
not be challenged upon any ground. Ho
admitted that thcro was no legal reason
why jurors should bo excused upon the
grounds mentioned, but ndded that ho
felt that it would contribute to secur-
ing an absolutely Impartial jury.

The discussion resulted from the call-
ing of Admiral Becklcy into tho jury
box. In response to a question as to
whether he was tho owner of any stock
in tho Oahu Sugar Company he replied
In tho negative, but added that his
"better half" did hold some of tho
plantation's securities.

The nrlnciplo that a JHror whoso rela
tives bold plantation stock would bo
considered as disqualified was nnauy
accented by Judgo Robinson and Ad
miral Becklcy was excused, apparently
much to uls roller.

Tho special veniro of fifty talesmen,
returnable in the evening, wns plaecd
in tho hands of Sheriff Jarrctt shortly
after 2 o'clock in tho afternoon and
the deputies of tho Sheriff's office with
several assistants immediately began
tho work of locating the now venire-
men.

The argument on the demurrer tiled
by Attorney Lightfoot to tlio charge
against Soga, Tasaka and Kawamura
of being disorderly persons, will' be
heard by Judgo De Bolt this morning.
Lightfoot will attack the general suf-
ficiency of the charge against tho three
leaders.

Arrest Tobacco Dealers.

Such cases are usually settled with
the Collector of Internal Revenue, but
Goo Wan Hoy and Pang Leo Choy
declare that they are innocent of tho
charge against them and will contest
the case.

KILAUEA SMOKES VISITOR
AT SEATTLE EXPGSIHON
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Floating Islands an Attraction Hawaii's Ex

hibition Is Unique and Receives

Generous Praise.

A miniaturo representation of Ki-lau-

under tho noses of visitors to
tho Hawaii building at tho Alaska-Yuko- n

Exposition at Seattle, with oven
tho smell of sulphur permeating tho
atmosphero to give a moro realistic
touch to the illusion, is one of the
feats accomplished by thoso who
planned to mako the Hawaii exhibit
tho uniquo ono of the wholo exposi-
tion.

And thoso who have seen nnd re-

turned to Honolulu say that Hawaii's
exhibit Is far different from any other
nnd its details worked out so inter-
estingly that tho results will stick in
tho memory of exposition visitors when
thoy have forgotten thoso of Wash-
ington, Oregon and Alaska.

Willis T. Pope, v.ho has just return-
ed from Seattle, where ho installed the
relief maps of the Hawaiian Islands,
which are shown In a great tank of
water as it resting1 in the bosom of tho
Pacific ocean, says that this feature
is attracting general attention and
people gaze into tho tanks for hours.
In fact interest has so centered on
the maps that some ono of tho attend-
ants is generally stationed nt tho tank
to point out various features and ex-

plain them.
The tank rests in tho center of tho

buijding, Tho islands are shown in
their relative positions in a great con-
crete tank 51 feet long and rise abovo
tho bluo water, .which represents tho
Pacific ocean, Tho horizontal scalo is
ono milo to the inch and tho vertical
scalo 3500 feet to tho inch. Tho is-

lands are built up from tho bottom
of tho tank on concrete bases. Tho
bases and tank have beoa painted so
that tho water shows deep green for
deep places shading off light at tho
shore line. The water gives life to
tho scene. Tho maps nre painted in
colors so as to sliow tlio geological
formation, variation in vegetation,
agriculture, lorest reserves and trans-
.portation facilities. Tho political divi-
sions are, marked and tho location of
towns, government roads, lighthouses,
fortifications and military reservations
given. Even the locations of tho great
guns to bo mounted in tho fortifica-
tions aro marked. The nnmo of each
island is in raised letters on tho edge
of tho tank. Tho crater of Kilauca
is so arranged as to show a hazo of
smoke issuing from tho Halemaumau
pit, and by a strange coincidence this
is blown directly over tho Kau desert,
as If tho regular Hawaiian trade wind
wns blowing oven In the Hawaii build-
ing. This is caused by a draft blow-
ing through ono of tho doors. Tho
smoke effect Is caused by punk stick
treated with sulphur the smoko pass-
ing up a tubo through tho map.

Tho school exhibit is .attracting
marked attention. It is so systematical-
ly arranged by Mr. King, grade by
grade, that it can uo followed easily,
which can not be said of tho school
exhibits from tho Northwestern States
and Alaska. Tho school exhibit Is
pronounced by those interested In
education to bo ono of (he finest ever
shown.

Tho Hawaiian girls who aro acting
as hostesses seemed to have charmed
all visitors and many come thero in-

quiring for this or that one, so as to
ask moro questions about the Islands.
They have made friends everywhere
and the wisdom of their selection rests
in tho popularity which they bavo giv-
en to the Han ail section. Tho Hawai-
ian singers under Ernest Kaai aro also
another great attraction. Beforo they
arrived there wero many requests for
lnlormation as to when they would bo
on hand.

Mr. Pope states that his exhibit was
placed in a very few days after tho
arrival of the Dix, every ono working
day and night to get it in shape. How-
ever, while they wero working visitors
thronged tho building. The fish were
extremely lively on arrival nnd the
crowds around tho tanks nre so dense
that people wait for very long periods
just to catch a glimpse of the wonder-
ful fishes with tho beautiful markings
and colorings. This exhibit has been
given much space in the newspapers of
Ueattie, J. !..

THE HAWAII BUILDING.

"Tho Hawaiian exhibit differs en
tirely from all others," said Mr. Popo
jestcrday, "not only thnt tho materials
arodiuereiit, but it is uniquo in it
self,"

On approaching tho building, tho vis-
itor comes ncross a great pyramid of
toconnuts, 12 or 14 feet high. Hun
dreds of visitors never beforo saw a
cocoanut. It is something they will
always remember. Entrnnco into tho
building is made through a kukui-nu- t

portiere, a foaturo that never fails to
attract. Thero aro about 1C00 nuts In
tho portiore, Abovo this is a colored
plato design of tho Hawaiian coat-of-ar-

and the Hawaiian flag is also
draped over tho entrance. Nearby is
Gurrcy's photographic representations
of Hawaiian types, and near that is
Howard Hitchcock's art exhibit. Both
of these havo attracted much attention.

Just within is tho koa information-booth- ,
which is a center in moro ways

than one. At times tho crowds are so
dense about it that moro than ono
person has to help in giving out in-

formation. On this counter is tho book
register furnished by the Hawaiian
Gnzctto Company. To tho left is tho
Bugar palnco which is a model of tho
Capitol. In this is being dis-
played all forms of sugar making, from
tho cano to tho sacked product, and
after that tho refined product. The out-sid- o

of tlio building is coated with
brown crystal sugar, furnished by the
sugar planters hero.

To the right of the information booth
is the displny of Hawaiian woods from
tho Bureau of Forestry, of Honolulu,
and near it a largo and beautiful dis-
play of polished koa furniture. Near
this is tho sisal house made entirely of
products of tho slsnl companies. In this
;s shown all manner of things made
from sisal, Thero is also a towor of
bananas which is a picturesquo feature.
Other Hawaiian friuts, preserved, aro
shown on shelves. Tho pineapple dis
plny is excellent. A hugo pineapplo
mado up of hundreds of largo pines,
rises to a height of 25 feet. It Is
surrounded by miniature fields showing
growing plants. Beyond tbeso aro pyra-
mids of canned pineapples showing tho
labels of all pines exported from tho
islands. They hnvo a good supply on
hand. Tlio fresh fruit us well as tho
ennned product sells well. A largo part
of tho floor spneo is givon up to koa
tables where sliced pines aro served to
the public nt a nominal price The
sales have often averaged $100 per day.
Alonzo Gnrtley came in one day and
was asked to eat a plateful. Ho did
so nnd said it was tho first timo that
ho had ever eaten canned pineapples.
His comment was: "Isn't it good?"

Tho colTco exhibit is nlso very fine.
In fact tho Hawaii building is attract-
ing the visitors day after day, in hugo
crowds. Both Mr. Knudscn and Mr.
Childi are laboring unceasingly "both in
the exhibit hall and in tho lccturo room
and hey havo their hands full, evon
with Will Cooper present to look after
publicity matters. It Is conceded that
tho plan of Mr. Morgan to hnvo Mrs,
Frances King Headlce go to Seattle to
lecture so ns to relievo Mr. Knudsen
and Mr. Childs of this work, is an ex-

cellent ono nnd will no doubt meet with
the hearty upprovnl of tho two commis-
sioners nn the ground,

LLOYD CONKLING
WILL BE NAMED

AS TREASURER
i

It Is bollovcd that Governor Frcar has practically decided upon tho ap-

pointment of David Lloyd Conkllng as Troasuror of tho Territory, succeeding
to tho placo formorly hold by A. 3, Campbell.

Whilo tho appointment has not been formally announced, Mr. Conkllng has
bocn summoned back from Hawaii and will rotura to Honolulu on the Manna
Loa Tuesday, in timo to prepare for tho commencement of bis dutlos as Treasurer

on July 1, tlio boglnning of tho now blounlal period.
For tho past two years Mr. Conkllng

hns been employed ns Chief Clerk In
tho Executivo Department of tho Ter-
ritorial Government, and during that
timo has earned n well deserved repu-
tation for industry and ability, all of
which has served to bring about tho
promotion thnt isuo make him Treas-
urer of tho Territory. Tho good work
thnt CoiiklingJias performed in connec-
tion with his duties ns Chief Clerk of
tho department has been generally rec-

ognized, tho last Legislature authoriz-
ing a special appropriation as a result
of tho assistance afforded by Conkllng
to the legislative committees.

Governor Frcar stated yesterday that
a number of considerations woro neces-
sarily involved in tho selection of a
now Treasurer and that tho appoint
ment of Mr. Conkllng would bo no re-

flection upon othors who wero willing
to accept tho responsibility of caring
for tho finances of tho Territory.

"I havo a very high opinion of
others who were nvailablo for tho pos-
ition," snld Governor Frcar. "Mr.
Conkllng hns shown a high ordor of
ability in his present position and in
tho courso of his work has bad much
to do with finances. Ho is a good

man."
It Is probable that tho announcement

of Mr. Conkllng 's appointment will bo
mado upon his return from Hawaii. Ho
went to tho Big Island in connection
with tho work of tho Territorial Secre-
tary's office in recording certificates of
Hawaiian birth nnd wns not expected
to return until nbout July 15.

AMERICA'S SHARE
CIVILIZING THE WORLD

MADISON, Wisconsin, Juno 20.

"If I were asked of what good Amer-
ica was to Europe, I would say that
Columbus cut largo doors and windows
.on tho west side of tho old European
manor, which received its ventilation
only from tho East. America has regen-
erated tho old world slnco tho sixteenth
century as effectually as the Influx
from Central Europo regenerated It in
the Middle Ages."

This wns tho declaration of Scnor
Nnbuco, tho Brazilian Ambassador, who
today delivered tho bncca!aurato ad-
dress to tho graduating class at tho
University of Wisconsin. Tho Ambas-
sador took for his subject "Tho Share
of America in Civilization," nnd gavo
prominence to certain of bis Impres-
sions regarding the contributions of tho
United States to civilization.

To his mind, said tho Ambassador,
tho United States was a nation in somo
respects of a uniquo type, tho only
one npproaching It being tho Roman
Empire whon Hearing dissolution. "Ev-
ery other nation," ho said, "is or was,
composed of a race, or of separate
races, speaking each Its own language;
you are a nation formed by tho fusion
of races of different languages, brought,
by superior inducements, to speak only
the horcditnry languugo of tho coun-
try. In other words, you aro a nation
formed of nations by their own will.
Hero lies all tho dilTcrcnco; you are
formed by free Immigration, not by
conquest," America wns really tho
Now Europe. Thanks to tho Monroe
Doctrine, ho said, America was tho Con-
tinent of peace, "and this colossal
peaco unit, interesting deeply tho
regions of tho earth tho wholo Pa-
cific, ono could say forms a neutral
Hemisphere nnd balances tho other
Hemisphere, which wo might call the
Belligerent Hemisphere." With tho
prodigious growth of the United States,
lie said, its peace sentiment would have
to be tested when Its national ag-
grandizement meets with tho first seri-
ous obstacle. "Tho question is," ho
said, "if you then would not proclaim
tlio holy national war. As yot no ono
could say that peace Is a permanent
articlo of faith with you, such as aro
democracy and religious tolorution, for
instance. Tho great fortuno of man-
kind is that tho period of your unop-
posed growth, permitting you to llvo
in pcaco and to exercise your great
moral and commercial pressure for
peace, coincides with the timo when
the progress of civilization nnd prob-
ably that of science also will succeed in
substituting International Law for war,
or in detaching war from International
Law, of which it makes yet the prin-
cipal part." He believed that npthlng
would do moro to fix an tho mind of
tho people of tho United States the
purpose of pence than

Ho therefore drew tho deduction
that "os what gives the greatest
strength to your power for peaco is
immigration, I wbuld classify immigra-
tion as tho greatest of nil contributions
of America to civilization," Immigra-
tion, not clavery, he declared, repre-
sented the true American sap.

Next to Immigration, the Ambassa-
dor named democracy, which ho char-
acterized as distinctly American. Ono
could not break 'tho chain that bound
through history tho evolution of nn
idea or a sentiment, ho said, "but tho
American democracy Is genuinely now;
a new design; tho nncieuts did not pro-
duce it, nor would Europo havo pro-
duced it." I

Another great contribution, ho said,
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mendation. Ho hns not been n candi-
date for tho place nnd his appointment
will como from the conviction of Gov-
ernor Frcar thnt ho will fulfil tho duties
of his new olllco In the manner that
hns characterized his work as Chief
Clerk in the Executivo Department.

The vacancy in tho olllco of Terri-
torial Trensurcr was created by renson
of the fact thnt tho Sennto declined
io confirm tho reappointment of A. J.
Campbell. Tho Inlluonco of tho liquor
interests was strong nmong tho mem-
bers of tho Upper House of tho Legis-
lature, It wns through his acting ns a

business interests thnt ho bo allowed to
contlnuo in office. Governor Frcar

thnt if tho LeglBlaturo was in
session, so it could give its formnl ap-
proval, he might consider tho proposal
of consolidating tho offices of Attorney
General and Treasurer.

IN

was tho equality of social conditions
among all classes of tho nation.
"This," ho said, "Is the explanation
why it has becomo tho adoptive coun-
try, tho elected home of men of all
races, born and reared under tho con-
trary principle of inequality."

Ambassador Nabuco did not belicvo
that Amorica was yet leading in the
Incrcnso of tho intellectual powor of
man, thnt is, scienco, but ho did

that it wns already leading In
tho Improvement of man's social con-
dition, "I do not nay alone, but with
a fow other nations, which look chief-
ly to you." For tho moment, ho de-

clared, no ono could sny If tho now
American political economy is or not
ono of the great contributions' of tho
United Stntcs to civilization. "Tho
Universities of America," ho maintain-
ed, "nro watch-tower- s admirably pre-
pared to follow tho progress of tho
economical evolution nnd to solve in.
timo tho riddle of tho Sphinx." Ono
thing was sure, ho said, with emphasis,
tlio ngo of l'ranklln would not end.
in history ns tho ngo of Mldns.

Coming to tho question of American
education, Ambassador Nabuco declared
that it seemed to bo tho only ono that
was not wholly conventional. "You
nlono," he said, "give as tho greatest
of nil human teachings,
And, new to mnnkind, you tench

not only to men but to wo-

men. Tliore never existed in tho world
such n youth of both soxes with tho
same training for life. You plungo
them, since the childhood, in a bath
that pives to both tho strength and
tho elasticity of stool. You havo chang-
ed tho rhythm of life; you writo 11 in
quick tempo, nnd tho world is catch-
ing from you tho spirit of rapid trans-
formation, nnd Is writing it nlso In tho
American prestissimo instead of tho
old ndagio."

Among tho other great contributions,
the Ambassador mentioned American
inventions.

As for Latin America, tho Ambassa-
dor said It was rather early to speak
of the part nsslgned it Io history. "Wo
hnvo not yet been ordered to enter
tho stage; tho plays of Gpd ifro very
long ones; his acts nro nges",'' ho said.
Up to now, however, hu said, Latin
America' had done n corfsidornblo work
of civilization ngalnst great difficulties
nnd ho believed that nowhere could bo
selected finer types of man and woman
than nmong Its different nntions, "Wo
hope," ho said in conclusion, "wo do
honor to our native stocks and that
wo show, compared to them, traits of
tho sumo evolution as you present com-

pared to tho English race."
